LaFollette Would 


Avert Errors of

RAPS SECRECY 


Thinks American People 


Should be Informed 


Of Every Move 


Washington— 1?>— Senator LaFol- 


lette (P-Wis.) urged congress today 
to reassert its right to a voice in 
shaping foreign policy. 


The legislature could thus pre- 


vent the country from following a 
course in "deadly parallel" with 
that which led it into war in 1917, 
he declared in an interview. 


The Vfisconsin senator, a member 


of the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee and a supporter of many ad- 
" ministration measures, said, 
he 


thought that 'if the United States 
supplied war materials to any one 
group of nations it would be placed 
in an unneutral position almost cer- 
tain to involve it in any future Eu- 
ropean conflict 
* 


He expressed the opinion 
that 


congress 'could prevent this by dis- 
cussing foreign policies thoroughly 
in a -vyay that would inform 
the 


American people about every move 
made. 


Bits French Deal 


Commenting on conflicting ver- 


sions of the foreign policy which 
President Roosevelt outlined recent- 
ly to members of the senate military 
committee. LaFollette criticized the 
administration for "shrouding in se- 
crecy" arrangements for the French 
purchase of the latest type of mili- 
tary planes in this country. 


The military committee will vote 


Monday on a motion by Senator 
Clark (D-Mo.) to make public the 
record of its investigation of this 
purchase, which brought about the 
White House meeting between com- 
mittee members and the president. 
• Some senators came away from 
this meeting with the idea 
that 


President Roosevelt was committed 
to the course of aiding the European 
democracies now arming against the 
totalitarian powers. The president 
told newsmen later it was not his 
policy to" involve this country In 
' any entangling alliances. 


Points To Reactions 
Tm opposed to our becoming in- 


Tolved cither in the situation in Eu- 
rope or in the Far East," LaFollette 
declared. "The fact that the admin- 
istration intervened to shroud in 
secrecy the purchase of planes by 
the French has led to very unfortu- 
nate implications both at home and 
abroad_."

officials 


•were opposed to permitting French 
representatives to '-spect the latest 
type of plane, even before it became 
available to the army, but were 
overridden, with the president's ap- 
proval, by a treasury department 
order.

army for sale still- later. 


"So-long as there is no war in Eu- 


rope and the neutrality act is not in 
force, there is no prohibition against 
any government coming here 
to 


purchase materials on the open mar- 
ket" LaFollette pointed out.

Spanish civil war. The sale of arms 
to both sides in that conflict has 
been forbidden under the ncutralitv 
act) 


Most Be Neutral 


"But the moment we get into the 


position that we are only going to 
'furnish war supplier and materials 
to one group of nations." the sena- 
tor continued, "we have taken an 
unneutral step and in the event of 
•war in Europe we would be follow- 
ing the deadly parallel of 
our 


course between 1914 and 1917. 
The one thing I think the Amer- 


ican people should keep in mind 
constantly is that modern war can 
never attain its objectives. We only 
have to go back to the last war. 
which was to make the world safe 
for democracy, to prove that point 


"If war should eventuate and we 


became involved, although it may 
be claimed to be a war in support 
of democracy, the first thing that 
•would be destroyed would be de- 
mocracy in America."

Block Island, R. L—tP,—Gasoline 


which had spilled into the sea from 
the grounded tanker Lightburne 
became ignited today and threaten- 
ed for a time to spread to the heav- 
ily loaded vessel. 


The gasoline ignited with a roar 


after an automatic flare lifebuoy 
fell from the rail of the ship. A 
heavy column of flame and smoke 
rose within 50 yards of the tanker, 
abandoned by its crew of 37 during 
the early morning hours. . 


Coast guards later reported the 


fire completely out. 


Rescue Crew 


Earlier, coast guards fought their 


way through heavy seas, darkness 
and a dense fog to complete the res- 
cue of the crew of the 416-foot ves- 
sel 


The tanker's commander, Captain 


Walman, and 19 other men were 
taken on board the coast guard cut- 
ter Campbell shortly after 2:30 a. 
m. (1:30 a. m., C. S. T.) four hours 
and a half after 17 others left the 
vessel and were taken to Block Is- 
land Coast Guard station. 


The 6,429-ton Lightburne, due in 


Providence today with 72,000 bar- 
rels of gasoline and kerosene from 
Port Arthur, Texas, piled upon this 
island's rocky shore at 7:30 p. m. 
last night. 


Sixteen minutes later an S O S 


picked up by Radiomarine at Chat- 
ham, Mass., turned half a dozen 
vessels toward her, among them 
the steamer Thomas Tracy and the 
coast guard patrol boat 
Active 


Near two hours elapsed before the 
Tracy churned its way to the scene, 
the first rescue craft to arrive. 


A 33-mile wind was whistling 


and a heavy swell running. The 
Lightburne officers' fears that the 
Active might not arrive in time 
were reflected in a message asking 
the Tracy to stand by.

Vatican City—O—The body oJ 


Pope Pius XI was borne today In 
a solemn procession from the Sis- 
tine chapel to the basilica of St. 
Peter's while 50,000 persons crowd- 
ed outside in the vast square. 


As the faithful were jammed from 


the doors of the great basilica far 
back into the square, Vatican au- 
thorities said the public would not 
be admitted en masse to view the 
body in its new resting place until 
tomorrow. 


More than a score of cardinals, 


one of whom may be the next pope, 
took part in the brilliant, reverent 
procession within the walls of the 
Vatican which stands over the 
grave of the Apostle Peter.

Like- 
wise, the discussion of foreign pol- 
icy between the president and thc 
members of the senate military af- 
fairs committee led to unfortunate 
repercussions. The true story of that 
episode is that the president never 
initiated the conference. It grew out 
of a conversation between Senator 
Sheppard, Democrat and the presi- 
dent, wherein the Texas senator 
suggested he would like to bring his 
committee to the White House to 
hear the president's views. 


Foreign Policy 


Another important fact is that ev- 


erything the president said about 
foreign policy and American pur- 
poses has been said again and again 
by the secretary of state, Cordell 
Hull. It is interesting to note that 
Mr. Hull has the respect of both po- 
litical parties and is held in high 
esteem in congress, where he was 
a member of the senate for many 
years. His sincerity is not question- 
ed. It is he who has laid the basis 
for the policy enunciated by the 
president of sympathy with the de- 
mocracies, as opposed to the totali- 
tarian states.

have been alert to the implications 
of the broad policies, and was awak- 
ened to the direct relationship be- 
tween America and the European 
situation through the actual assist- 
ance given France in accelerating 
her purchases for cash of American 
airplanes. 


Whatever may have been the 


criticisms of this episode on Capitol 
Hill, it is also a fact that high army 
officials, who follow minutely de- 
velopments abroad, say that peace is 
much more likely now in Europe 
than war, and they attribute this fa- 
vorable change to the fact that the 
United States has openly expressed, 
through the sale 'of airplanes 
to 


France, a readiness to export neces- 
sary war supplies when bought by 
the democracies. The belief that war 
is not so likely is being concurred 
in by prominent members of con- 
gress. 


• Air Has Cleared ' 


The events of this week, therefore 
may be said to have cleared the air 
considerably. The Republicans agree 
with the Democrats on the import- 
ance of maintaining the 
Monroe 


doctrine. This means they subscribe 
to the efforts made at Lima to ce- 
ment Pan-American unity, in which 
former Governor Landon, Repub- 
lican nominee for the presidency in 
1936, played a conspicuous part. 


The Republicans have their doubts 
about fortifying Guam, but this is 
not yet an administration policy, 
even though arrangements to im- 
prove the harbor there are being 
recommended. It is believed this is 
a point of flexibility with the ad- 
ministration and relates to possible 
negotiations with Japan. 


With Republicans and Democrats 


in agreement on what is needed for 
national defense, and a general un- 
derstanding by both parties as to the 
importance of avoiding undue se- 
crecy, and the realization that Sec- 
retary Hull is the man who is real- 
ly developing American foreign pol- 
icy, there will be less occasion in 
the future for the charges bandied 
about recently that there existed 
here a "war party" or groups seek- 
ing to involve America in war for 
political reasons related to the 1940 
campaign.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE SENATE 


The uproar now going on in Washing- 


ton was probably inevitable from the be- 
ginning of the Roosevelt administration. 
Thousands -of persons throughout the land 
have taken sides emotionally in the slrug- 


- gle just as spectators do in football, base- 


ball, or other closely contested games and 


' they are watching every move with in- 


tense interest Others not earned away 
as partisans but still closely interested, 
may seek to discover the cause, and ap- 
praise its meaning to the nation. 


We think the struggle was inevitable 


from the time congress surrendered its 
' rights to the executive in the granting of 
emergency powers, for the fight now is 
nothing more or less than an effort by 
congress to reassert itself .and recapture 
some of its lost prestige. 
Only a short 


time ago representatives and senators 
•were falling over each other in their ef- 
forts to vote power and money to the 
'president. AH one had to do to be a 
"statesmen in those days; was to vote 
^yes" on the Roosevelt bills. He was then 
privileged to go out on the stump and 
boast of the accomplishments of the Dem- 
ocratic party and sing the praises of the 
president. 


Occasionally one iere and there ex- 


pressed a doubt as to policy, or offered 
to debate an, issue. He was punished. 
Funds for his state were reduced, proj- 
ects were held up until he was forced 
back into line. The Frankenstein congress 
ft;»i3 buSi trp, had turned upon its inaker. 
Jhere seemed to be no hope. Some of the 
minority, bleeding and broken, crept back 
Into the line of Administration "yes" men, 
or were replaced when the money they 
had voted to the President was used 
•gainst them, in elections. 


Then came the presidential election for 


Mr. "Roosevelt's second term and the 
^mandate from the people." The New 
Deal policies had been approved by the 
people. Not only the policies that touched 
the people had been approved, but also 
the lash and club policies of the great 
bureaucratic Frankenstein of the New 
Deal, it was assumed. 


At least this sweeping interpretation 


of the election was professed by the inner 
circle of the New Deal, and apparently 
this great idea was sold to the smiling 
president In complete control of the ex- 
ecutive and legislative departments, and 
armed with his mandate from the people 
the president led an assault on the. su- 
preme court Here a small but powerful 
group of brave men stood out in the con- 
gress to defeat the attack. The mandate 
theory was still gospel in "Washington 
circles of the New Deal, and the presi- 
dent rode forth to purge his party of those 
who had dared defy him. 


The story of the purge is well known. 


It failed utterly, but the president was 
saving face as each report of his enemies 
renomination came in. He smiled know- 
ingly, and announced that he had predict- 
ed the vote long ahead of the election. He 
had written the outcome on a'slip of pa- 
per and sealed it up. His .guesses were 
all very close to the actual vote. But 
the limbs of the giant robot were creaking 
and wobbling. The mandate was a myth. 
Opposition to the president meant re- 
election. The new congress came back 
into session with a new zest for life and 
a chance to regain its freedom. Who can 
blame congress now for kicking the rivets 
out of the roboi alter years of suffering? 


What does this mean io the nation? 


Unfortunately the government is now 
faced with =ary delicate problems of for- 
eign policy. Xo n-.ore deL'catc or impor- 
tant mailer ccrr.cs to 'he hands of the 
government It calls for .close cooperation 
betweci the pre?jd«_nt and the rcnalc. 
It needs roo^e tht*i amtiung confidence i 
on the part of the j-en&tc in the president, 
lor successful dealing with foreign na- 
tions. Taking '.ho recxr.t vote which re- 
fused confirmation of Floyd H. Roberts for 
a federal juagcship :i V.rginia it is ap- 
parent th;.: t-.crc arc r 
"jcs rr.cr." rc:r,a;r.;rj: .

and England in the matter of building up 
their otr forces aroused anew the fears of 
the people, and the opposition of con- 
gress. 


If there was any virtue to such a plan 


its effectiveness would have depended 
largely upon the close cooperation of the 
executive and congress. 
Only mutual 


trust and understanding could result in a 
united national front to be presented to 
the nations of Europe. Instead of unity 
in Washington we have not only the usu- 
al political differences, but divisions on 
personal matters ?o deep as to approach 
hatred. 


What the members of the United States 


Senate believe is problematical. It may 
be that they regard the possibility of 
war in Europe as a lesser evil' than a 
third term for Roosevelt. Whatever their 
reactions are, it is now certain there will 
be no letup in the warfare between con- 
gress and the president until it is known, 
not only whether or not he will seek a 
third term, but in case he does not,' who 
he will support as his successor.

SLOWER GROWTH 


Theie comes a time in the life of ev- 


ery country \vhen its population becomes 
stationary, and a study of population sta- 
tistics gathered by the census bureau dur- 
ing the last three decades indicates that 
the United States is approaching that 
point. 


An analysis made by life insurance 


company experts fixes the" time at 1970 
and the nation's population at that time 
at 170,000,000, which is 40 per cent greater 
than the present population. This is pred- 
icated on the nation's birth rate, which 
has been steadily declining, and also on 
the assumption that the national govern- 
ment will never again let down the immi- 
gration bars. 


History shows that once the population 


of a country ceases to grow it remains 
stationary for about half a century and 
then begins slowly to decline. This is 
something every land expects and usually 
finds desirable. 


It is well that this matter of future 


population be kept in mind, for it will 
govern the country's economic and in- 
dustrial expansion. There must be no 
building for a population and consump- 
tion which will never be realized, for that 
was one of the things which brought on 
the depression. 


America owes her wealth and progress 


to her rapid growth in population. 
Will 


she enjoy health, wealth, prosperity and 
progress when her population becomes 
stationary? 
No other country has to the 


same degree. 


AFRICAN ZOO 


"The generation now being born will 


see the last of the big African animals in 
their wild state," says Dr. A. H. B. Kirk- 
man, who heads an English Animal Wel- 
fare Society. Elephants are being killed 
off at the rate of 36,500 a year, faster 
than baby elephants are born. Likewise 
with the hippotami, of which nearly 2,000 
a year are killed. It is about the same 
with the lions, giraffes, waterbucks and 
various other picturesque beasts that lure 
hunters, to that strange continent. 


It is a pity to kill 'them off, especial- 


ly the inoffensive herds that live nowhere 
else. If Africa is destined to be mastered 
and overrun by civilized man, as it prob- 
ably is, surely he should refrain there- 
from 
the 
indiscriminate 
and 
unwise 


slaughter he has been guilty of in other 
regions. Large areas of the once '"dark 
continent" might be kept as game pre- 
serves and natural menageries. 


It would be profitable as well as hu- 


mane. Eventually tourists would come 
from all the world to see those natural 
parks and their half-tame denizens. 


THE PASSING OF WINTER 


People say they regret the passing of 


time, particularly the older.folks. But no 
one seems to regret the passing of winter. 
So even the old folks, who have not many

ESSENTIALS OF BUSINESS 


A manufacturer once remarked: '"There 


are three essentials in this business, to 
buy well, to manufacture well, and to sell 
well.

The retail dealer docs aot havc to manu- 
facture well, but in place of it, he has lo 
handle the public well. If he fails to

New York—John Edgar Hoover, the G-Man, 


has written a picture which will b« showing 
around the country almost any day now. "Per- 
sons in Hiding" is a celluloid report of how 
government detectives tracked down « band of 
kidnapers. It is interesting because Hoover not 
only wrote the story from which the film was 
made, but also approved the finished picture. 


Because "Persons in Hiding" is the lirit movie 


to spring from G-man headquarters, and be- 
cause it carries the Hoover o.k. it probably can' 
be accepted as at least semi-official. It doe* not 
carry the story of any particular kidnaping in 
which government men have been active, but 
seems rather to be a fiction based on the ex- 
periences of federal men in several-cases dur- 
ing recent years. 


In one sequence is shown the origin of the 


sobriquet "G-man." A gangster, reading ima 
newspaper that the government had put men 
on his trail, referred to them as/'G-men," and 
when his pals are puzzled as to his meaning he 
explains: "G-men is a name I made up for fed- 
eral dicks." It is fair to assume, therefore, that 
according to the chief G-man himself-the so- 
briquet was born—as are so many of our slang 
phrases—in the brain of an outlaw. 


A raid on a farm house provides the climax 


of the film and recalls what Hoover once told 
me about the technique of raiding in general. 
The federal bureau of investigation did not oc- 
cupy itself with raids much before 1933, and 
consequently had no special knowledge about 
that phase of police work. As soon as it became 
apparent that his men would have some of this 
work to do. Director Hoover sent inspectors to 
various police departments of the country .to 
find out how to do it. Later, making use of all 
the information they had gathered, the depart- 
ment worked out its own detailed technique. 


For instance, a raid on a city apartment is 


conducted one way, a raid on a farm house in 
another. There is a special system used to close 
roads and to draw a tight net around locations 
where hunted men are believed to be. 


Despite the extraordinary high personal re- 


quirements, the modest wage and the danger 
involved, there are always thousands of appli- 
cants for G-man jobs. 


There is one of those truth-is-stranger-than- 


fiction stories in "Persons in Hiding." It involves 
a girl of whom you have never heard—Patricia 
Morison—who has the featured feminine role. 
She not only never faced a camera before the 
filming of the Hoover picture, but she never 
had acted, either—at least not on Broadway. 
She was for a brief time an understudy to Helen 
Hayes, but never was called upon to act the 
Hayes role. She went to Hollywood, took a 
screen test, and was given the lead in this pic- 
ture. Remember the name: Patricia Morison. 
Film followers are sure to hear from her. . 


Picture men m the east, which is where the 


bankrolls of Hollywood are anchored, say that 
operatic stars have proved boxoffice disappoint- 
ments, and that there won't bp many more pic- 
tures of that kind. Lawrence Tibbett, Grace 
Moore, Lily Pons and Gladys Swarthout all 
have been starred on sound tracks, but without 
spectacular success. The formula for such pic- 
tures isn't very flexible, and picturegoers are 
tired of hearing operatic arias dragged into a 
plot just to give the star a chance to show off. 


The handwriting appeared on the wall while 


Gladys Swarthout still had one more picture to 
make under her contract with Paramount The 
film company wanted to call it a day and buy 
up the contract, but Miss Swarthout insisted on 
making another picture. Convinced that there 
was no demand for a singing film, the company 
—maybe in desperation—cast Miss Swarthout 
in a melodrama thriller called "Ambush." In the 
picture the Metropolitan Opera star not only 
does not sing, but she also goes through much 
of the action dressed in drab clothing without 
much chance for glamour. 


The surprise is that she does so well in the 


film that now^she is being seriously considered 
as a dramatic star!

"West's judgment in cashing the 


ace of diamonds was bad. There 
seemed no special danger of losing 
it, and there was great danger of 
setting up diamond tricks for de- 
clarer. It usually is better to save 
an ace against a slam bid, and try 
to kill off one of declarer's pros- 
pective winners, 
unless the bid- 


ding makes it likely that declarer 
will be able to obtain immediate 
discards."

The worry

Clara was unnecessarily disturb- 


ed about her baby. An unborn 
child has no nervous connections 
linking it to the mother's body. 


It has its own heart and blood 


supply. Its heart beats about 140 
times per minute to probably 80 
for the mother. Its brain and ner- 
vous system are entirely separate 
from the mother. 


If she burns her hand on the 


kitchen stove, it doesn't affect the 
baby, for nerve impulses cannot 
pass from mother to babe, nor back 
from the infant to the mother. 


Facts About Motherhood 


-If an expectant mother has a 


longing for strawberries or any 
other food, she cannot mark her 
baby, as by a strawberry blotch 
on the skin. 


These skin blemishes, like freck- 


les, have no relationship to her 
thoughts. 
They are simply skin 


blemishes that occur in many bab- 
ies in process of 
development. 


There is hardly a person who 
doesn't have such a mole or pig- 
mented birthmark, commonly call- 
ed a nevus. 


Not only are a mother's thoughts 


and attitudes prevented from af- 
fecting her baby, but the usual 
type of fall or bump likewise does 
no injury to it, for the Baby is 
floating in a sac filled with a fluid 
resembling water. 


Drunken husbands have often 


injured their unborn babies and 
jeopardized the lives of the young 
mothers by kicking their wives in 
the abdomen during a drunken 
rage. 


Severe blows of this nature may 


obviously do serious injury, but 
a normal bump against a door or 
table seldom has any effect. 


Mammals Versus Fish 


Because mammals carry 
their 


young during pregnancy, the bab- 
ies can receive some of the im- 
munity built up from generation to 
generation. A mother's blood does 
not flow through the veins of her 
unborn baby, but some 
of 
her 


chemical 
immunity 
to 
common 


contagious diseases may slip 
through and thus protect the child 
in whole or in part. 


Few babies will contract di- 


seases other than whooping cough 
during their first six months, es- 
pecially if the mother has already 
had those illnesses in her child- 
hood. Why? 


Because her immunity seems to 


act as at least a temporary vacci- 
nation or immunization 
of 
her 


baby. If she has an attack of meas- 
les during pregnancy, her baby 
may also have the disease while 
carried in her womb. 


Babies don't inherit 
such 
di- 


seases, as syphilis, for example, 
but they may become infected with 
syphilis if the mother has it dur- 
ing her pregnancy. A syphilitic 
father, however, cannot thus in- 
fect his child before birth if the 
mother's blood is pure.

Perhaps all he needs 
is a good tonic to carry him 
through the difficult \veeks until 
summer, and your physician is the 
one to suggest the tonic. But if 
you have not the wherewithal for 
such advice, one of the most re- 
liable tonics is good old-fashioned 
cod-liver oil.

Body And Head Massage 


Once a week at least take the 


time to give your infant a thor- 
ough body and scalp massage. Fol- 
low this procedure: 


After a good cleansing bath in 


<arly evening, let your child lie 
on a bed on which you have spread 
a large bath towel. Sec that the 
room is well 
heated — a little 


•warmer than usual temperature 
so he will not get a chill.

cither olive oil or mineral oil 
•which has been slightly 
heated, 


rub his entire body slowly and 
gently — with the same massage 
movements you would get at a 
salon. -Then wrap him up in the 
towel and sit him on your lap. 


With him leaning against your 


chest massage his tiny scalp with 
your finger lips in rotary move- 
ments. Be sure your fingernails 
arc not long! If you wear them 


long by all means wear a pair of 
clean white cotton gloves 
when 


you work on his head. 


After about five minutes of this 


soothing treatment, brush his hair 
upward away from the scalp with 
a good brush whose bristles are 
not too soft or too stiff. But brush 
up, way from the head and not as 
the hair grows downward. 


After you have tucked him in-

A Little Saturday Talk 
Mr. Andrew Martin has written 


that 
he went through "the great 


blizzard" which took place more 
than half a century ago. 


"I read .with interest your ac- 


count of the blizzard ol January. 
1888, which covered six or seven 
states and caused the loss of nearly 
300 lives," writes Mr. Martin. "And 
I wish to describe the conditions 
which made this storm so deadly. 


"In the forenoon a little rain fell 


on a blanket of snow. The snow 
was about a foot deep. That was in 
Union county. South Dakota, about 
30 miles northwest of Sioux City 
Iowa. 


"A cold wind set in about one 


o'clock. It blew 30 or 40 miles an 
hour, and the surface of the snow 
was quickly changed to a smooth 
field of ice which stretched out in 
all directions. 


"Then about four inches of snow 


fell. The wind whipped the snow in- 
to a powder which was almost as 
fine as flour. It was impossible to 
see anything at a greater distance 
than 50 feet. 


"I have good reason to remem- 


ber the storm. At four o'clock, I 
went to a school and spent an hour 
and a half helping the teacher and 
children go from their small school- 
house to better shelter." 


It seems to me it was a brave 


deed for Mr. Martin to dare that 
blizzard for the sake of those in 
the little schoolhouse. If he had 
not helped 
them, perhaps 
they 


would have had to stay there all 
through the cold night 


The word "blizzard" seems to 


have grown out of an old Norse 
word meaning to "blow" or to 
"blast." Certainly a real blizzard 
goes along with a blasting wind. 


Winds are interesting subjects to 


many persons. Perhaps we shall 
have one or more stories about 
them Jater this year. 


Now I want to take up one little 


point about them — the fact that in 
a certain place they may blo\y in 
opposite directions at the same time. 
Of course I mean at different lev- 
els. but above the same spot. 


About 650 miles from the South 


Pole is a place called Ross island. 
Studies of the winds have been 
made there, at sea level, and high 
up the slope of Mount 
Erebus. 


Mount Erebus is a volcanic moun- 
tain which rises to a height of two 
and a half miles. 


At sea lex'el near Mount Erebus. 


the winds almost always blow from 
the east. Up the slope of Mount 
Erebus, the story is the other way 
around. Tests have shown that at 
high level the winds usually bloiv 
from the west

The Lesser Scaup Duck is more 


commonly known in Wisconsin as 
the Blue-bill and it is difficult to 
tell this duck from the Greater 
Scaup and Ring-necked duck. The 
male Lesser Scaup Shows much 
white on its body. 


It is a safe assumption when one 


of these birds is seen to judge it 
is a Lesser Scaup because this bird 
is more commonly seen in Wis- 
consin than the other varieties. 


The Lesser Scaup now breeds 


chiefly in western Canada east to 
the west coast of Hudson Bay and 
in southern Alaska and less com- 
monly in northcentral U n i t e d 
States and southeastern Ontario.
